Of the delegates who réceived credentials 
from the primary judges Friday night two_ 
thirds were for the Family Trust man,Cregier, 
and they stuck by. him. But. nobody denies 
that the great mass. of the Cregier delegates 
were elected not by a fair poll of Democratic 
yotes but by methods which are against the 
spirit and the letter. of the Pmmary Election 
law. The City-Hall taxeating gang, the men 
whose mames are on the pay-rolls of the 
street bridges, tunnel inspectors,and other de- 
partments did the work of selecting delegates, 
while the police stood by in squads to see that 
they were not interfered with. It was the old- 
style machine primary, with the “ packing” 
committeeman in all his glory. It is a wonder 
that Harrison was allowed to carry a ward 
precinct in the whole city, and the fact of his 
carrying against such odds the number he did 
shows his great personal strength in his party, 

When the convention met in the morning it 
was guarded carefully by the Cregier police. 
The contesting. Harrisonian delegates were 
barred out. The “Stuffed Eagle” had ex- 
pected this unfair treatment. So, acting un- 
der orders, one hundred and odd delegates, 
whose election was undisputed, withdrew, and 
with those who had failed to get credentials 
organized a convention which nominated 
Harrison by acclamation. The other body, 
purged of the ‘ Eagie”’ element, nominated 
Cregier by a vote of 309 to 43 for Harrison—. 
that many of his delegates refusing to bolt. 

Hence there are two Democratic candidates 
in the field, both claimmg to be regular and 
to represent a majority of the party.

ture of the taxes. If their candidate is elected 
he will give his entire time to these im- 
portant matters. He willnot ask for more 
taxes, but make a better use of the abundant 
revenue the city has now.

..The “ citizens”? have also nominated a can- 
didate for Maydér. The vote which will be 
cast for him will be limited almost exclusively 
to those men who figured as “ moral scratch- 
ers’? two years ago, who refused to vote for 
Mr. Roche because he was not good 
and moral enough for them, and who 
cast their ballots for the nice Mr. Cregier be- 
cause he had promised verbally and 
in writing that he would put an end to every 
form of vice in the city, and especially that 
he would close the saloons Sunday. Thanks 
to their votes and the distribution of the 
fraudulent “‘ anti-machine Republican ticket ’’ 
—with Cregier and two other Democratic 
names on it and one Republican—Cregier was 
elected. . 

It was not many weeks before the hypoc- 
rieies Of his Administration began to dawn 
on the “moral scratchers.”” -They saw they 
were sold, They dropped the exultant air 
they had been assuming. They rather 
shunned observation. Some of them ex- 
pressed in public their sorrow for what 
they had done and begged to be for- 
given. Yet they are back at: their 
old tricks again. Though brayed in 
a mortar two years ago their folly dges not 
seem to have departed from them. They have 
nominated a candidate who cannot be elected 


with 40,000 votes and whose presence in the 


field can have no other effect than to lessen 


the strength of Hempstead Washburne -and - 


thus add to that of Cregier or Harrison. 

These “ moral scratchers ” say that they are 
very sick of Cregier. They admit, as all men 
do who do not belong to the Family Trust, that 
he has given Chicago the worst Administra- 
tion it ever knew—corrupt, debauched, waste- 
fyl, and inefficient. They are also opposed to 
Harrison. ‘They say that he should not be 
Mayor. They rehearse the evil charges against 
him with which the Democratic. papers of this 
city have been filled to overflowing. They 
dwell on the scandals of the campaign of 1887, 
when Judge Sidney Smith was “stuffed’’ out, 
They recall the vast street-railway grants to 
Harvey Weeks which signalized his Adminis- 
tration. And yet these men pursue a policy 
which leads directly to the election of Harri- 
son or of Cregier, whom they profess to be 
bitterly opposed to, and therefore to the de- 
feat of Hempstead Washburne, in whose policy 
and platform they can find nothing to con- 
demn, This is idiocy or worse. 

The voters oughtto understand the facts. 
If_ they wish a City Administration which will 
not ask them for higher taxes to expend on 
bums and soaks, but will use the present taxes 
and do much more with them than has been 
done in the last two years; if they want a 
clean, honest government they will vote for 
Hempstead Washburne. If they are solicit- 
ous for a “ Democratic victory” and noth- 
ing else; if they want boodle at the 
City-Hall instead of brains, they will 
vote for Cregier, If they want lavish grants 
to street-railway corporations and a return to 
the abuses .of. other years they will vote for 
Harrison.

THE SEPARATION OF CHURCH AND STATE. 

A late dispatch from Rome says: 

The laws for the suppression of religious guilds 
and fraternities began to go into effect February 
last. One hundred and thirty-two churches are 
to be closed at once and their altars demolished. 
The pictures and statues, except such as the State 
thinks proper to reserve for public galleries, are 
to be sold by public auction. In the rest of Italy 
they will be destroyed, and not even remote vil- 
lages will be exempt from this stern decree. All 
sacred names are being erased from the school- 
books and sacred emblems are removed from the 
schcol-rooms, These laws have created the utmost 
bitterness among the clergy. The Pope is resolyed 
to spare no efforts to assist emigration to America 
and Africa. An.enormous number of ecelesiastics 
who have been receiving salaries from religious 
institutions are now without a means of support. 

After the various Italian States had been 
united ito one Kingdom by the labors of Vic- 
tor Emmanuel and his great Minister, Cavour, 
the Government found an enormous quantity 


of land in the possession of the Roman Cath- 
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confined itself to the things of this world and 
the Church to thoseof the next, and neither has 
clashed with the other. Though the ministers 
of the Church have not received salaries from 
the State, nor have been enabled to use its 
taxing power to collect funds from their par- 
ishioners, they have found, whether Catholics 
or Protestants, that the voluntary contribu- 
tions of the faithful have met their needs. 

In this country the State gives civil protec- 
tion to all forms of faith. It guards the fol- 
lowers of a hundred creeds from molestation, 
and it asks for nothing in return except that 
these different sects shall give to Cesar the 
things which are Casar’s. So perfectly has 
the system worked here that all other nations 
are adopting it gradually. Even in a country 
so conservative as Great Britain tithes have 
been abolished in Ireland and soon will be in 
Wales. In France, once ‘\the eldest daughter 
of the Church,” the separation between child 
and parent is complete. 

The soundness of the principle of the utter \ 
divorcement of Church and State is admitted by 
nearly all but a few ultras. But when it comes 
to the introduction of that principle where a 
different one has long prevailed, sentimental 
people are apt to be struck by special instances 
of what seems like hardship or suffering, and 
regret the overthrow of the old system. It is, 
however, impossible to replace incorrect 
methods, when they have existed long, by cor- 
rect ones, without some friction. . It is the in- 
evitable penalty of starting out on the wrong 
path that some who were not responsible for 
it must suffer. But while the inconvenience 
is temporary, the good accomplished endureth 
forever. ‘Theecclesiastics who are now with- 
out a means of support’’ will find speedily 
that to the extent that their services are worth 
having the voluntary contributions of the 
members of their church will meet their 
necessities. 

When the dispatch speaks of the “ removal 
of sacred emblems from the school-rooms’’ it 
must be remembered that these are State not 
Church schools, They are schools where read- 
ing and writing and other branehes of educa- 
tion are to be taught, but not theology. There 
are no “sacred emblems” in the public 
schools of this country, But any Church may 
have its own school-room and decorate it as it 
pleases. It may have its own teachers, and: 
the books they use may have any names on 
them the Church pleases. With that the State 
has nothing to do. It attends only to its own 
educational institutions. Following in the 
footsteps of France, which received its inspi- 
ration from the United States, Italy has begun 
to give the children an education of which 
theology will form no part. Teaching in that 
department is left to the Church. 


MR. GUTHRIE’S WILDLY IMPRACTICABLE 
IDEAS, 


M. Ossian Guthrie of this city, being at 
Springfield last week, utilized the opportu 
nity to tell all who would listen to him, that— 
the Legislature would be compelled to take 
some action, either to radically amend or repeal 
the present Drainage law. He says the people of 
the valley are largely in favor of repeal since the 
decision of the Drainage~ Commissioners to make 
a ditch and not a ‘analy He believed that, not- 
withstanding the limited time for legislation, the 
General will be induced to pass some 
bill upon the subject “vhich will in substance 
proclaim for a ship canal against a mere channel 
for the sewage of Chicago. 

The members of the Legislature should un- 
derstand that Mr. Guthrie does not represent 
the people of,this Drainage District and is not 
commissioned to state what they do or do not 
want. They put onrecorda year ago~their 
formal repudiation of’ Mr. Ossian Guthrie. 
He succeeded in getting from a party con- 
vention a nomination for one of the Sanitary 
District Trusteeships, but the voters arose in 
their might and knocked him out. And that 
solemn vote of disapproval of him and his 
theories stands on the records today unaltered. 
When Mr. Guthrie can get it reconsidered it 
will be time for him to lift up his voice on the 
drainage question and not before. 

The wild and erratic nature of this man’s 
notions is apparent from the way in which he 
speaks of the channel the trustees ask to be 
allowed to make. He says it will be g “ mere 
ditch.” One ignorant of the facts would not 
guess that this insignificant little excavation 
was to have a capacity of 300,000 cubic feet a 
minute. A chanpel of such portentous di- 
mensions might be called a ditch in Brobding- 
nag, but in this world men call it a river. Has 
Mr. Guthrie a clear idea of what 300,000 cubic 
feet of water a minute means? Probably not. 
It is equal, however, to the contents of 100,000 
flour barrels of water. The discharge every 
sixty seconds of such a volume of water as 
that would make a most respectable stream. 
A flow of 250,000 cubic feet a minute through 
the South Branch—a stream with which all 
are familiar—would mean a current of a mile 
and a half. The distance from Lake street to 
the canal locks is about three miles. There- 
fore the flow of 250,000 cubic feet a minute in 
the South Branch would change the water in 
it every two hours, or twelve times a day. 
Any cut which will carry off a corresponding 
quantity of water cannot with much propriety 
be spoken of as a “ ditch.” 

And if the water of the South Branch were 
changed twelve times a day and the dilution of 
the sewage raised to 300,000 cubic feet by'a re- 
inforcement of 60,000 cubic feet pumped 
underground along the line of Thirty-ninth 
street the water which would go down to the 
Illinois would be so tear being pure that it 
would ‘almost be safe to drink it. It would be 
offensive to neither smell nor sight at any 
point on its journgy. Nature would free it of 
its impurities as it flowed along the river—not 
ditch—whjch this district had made. 

The fantastic dream of Guthrie is that this 
city will cut a channel so deep and so wide 
that it shali be a vast torrential stream, car- 
rying water enough to flood the [Illinois 
valley from bluff to bluff at all seasons of the 
year, 60 that it shall be as bankful during 
low water as it is now auring the worst spring 
freshets. The result would be the flooding of 
great stretches of cultivable land, all the dam- 
ages being paid by this city, for the General 
Government, though’it has done many fool- 
ish things, never would do anything so foolish 
as to assume the payment of these daniages. 
Nor would the General Government deepen 
the Mississippi from the mouth of the Illinois 
to Cairo, and keep it deepened, so as io make 
this enormous proposed depth of water in the 
oes of any valuefor purposes of naviga- 

Chicago is not going to cut any such chan- 
nel, has not the money to do it with, and 
would not do it if it had the money, for it 
would be a wicked, meaningless waste, The 
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ditional view of inspiration is no longer tena- 
ble.”

Scripture (that is) inspired,” etc., leaving 
open the inference that some Scriptures 
(writings) are not so inspired. And it is hard 
to understand how Paul, even if he had in- 
tended to assert plenary inspiration for the 
books of the Old Testament, could have 
wished to convey the same idea with regard to 
those of the New. It is held by sound author- 
ities that the Gospels had not been written 
when Paul indited his letter to Tim-, 
othy, at least not in their present 
form, and none will d@hy that the New 
Testament canon was not made up till many 
years after his death. He may have been re- 
ferring to the .utterances of the prophets, and 
probably the five books of Mosheh (Moses) as 
inspired, perhaps also the Psalms. Nothing 
more, Butif he had made suchaciaim for 
all the books then written and those to be 
written within the next century it would be. 
hard to accept the statement, unlegs ina far 
different sense to that supposed by the ortho- 
dox churches. If one were willingto admit 
that the books as at first written were abso- 
lutely free from the taint of error, verbal or 
doctrinal, there would still remain the grave 
impediment to unquestioning faith in every 
word of the Bibles of today that many differ- 
ent readings for important passages can be 
traced out, and it is impossible tosay with 
certainty which is the correct one. - 

It may be fairly claimed for St. Paul 
the other writers of books in the New Testa- 
ment that while they were not plenarily in- 
spired they were honest men. They believed 
in the truth of what they wrote, and made the 
best pussible efforts to get at the truth. But 
their work, at least in the shape in which it 
has come down to us, is not so free from error 
as to warrant any one io asserting that it is 
as a whole an inspired production, Hence 
there is not upon us any moral obligation to 
-reconcile to the satisfaction of ourselves and 
others the many conflicting statements to be 
met with in its pages and a few that are flatly 
contradictory both to other passages in 
the same book and tp well ascertained 
facts of science and history. The 
sooner the preachers of the Wesleyan 
and other forms of faith show themselves 
willing to take this view of the matter the bet- 
ter will it be for themselves and the churches 
they are trying to buildup. The orthodox 
claim to the plenary inspiration of the Script- 
ures is a comparatively modern one, and is 
not tenable in the light of the scientific and 
literary knowledge that has been thrown on 
the world in the last two or three centuries. 
Why should it be thought necessary longer to 
hug and promulgate what is now evidently an 
error? 


EXPORTING GOLD. 

The suddenly developed demand last week 
for gold’ to send from the United States to 
Europe might excite some alarm were it not 
for the fact that it is a usual feature of the sea- 
son, The export of gold in the spring and its 
import in the autumn months may not be quite 
so regular with us as is the ebb and flow of the 
tide, but it is the rule, not the exception. 
About this time of year our cotton exforts 
fall off to a low point, those of breadstuffs are 
light, and of provisions less heavy than dur- 
ing the fall and winter, and the gold balance 
flows eastward across the ocean to pay the 
difference between the counter currents of 
produce and merchandise. _ 

Nevertheless it seems probable that the de- 
mand for gold to export this spring will ex- 
ceed the average, perhaps much so. There 
are no statistics of the movement of securities 
within the last few weeks, but strong indica- 
tions that they are being pressed here for sale 
by recent European holders in larger quantity 
than is normal. Not so much the fact of leg- 
islation already accomplished but the fear of 
something to be done in the direction of. 
“‘cheap money” in the near future is induc- 
ing some of the foreigners to realize on such

NEW GERMAN ATTACKS ON CONSUMPTION. 


Experiments with Spanish Fiy in Berlin— 
Good Results. ° ' 

New Yorx, Marcly 21.~The agitation in 
medical science attenidané upon the ‘revelation 
of Koch’s discoveries has resulted in two par- 
ticularly important series of experiments in 
the treatment of tuberculosis. The more im- 
portant of the two was discussed by Prof. 
Oscar Liebreich, M. D., the originator of it, 
in Berlin on one of the last syenings. in Feb- 
ruary. Therooms of the Medical Society, 
where Prof. Liebreich explained his course of 
treatment, were crowded with Germany's 
most famous doctors long before he began 
his lecture. His remedy, he at once stated, 
was Spanish fly. : 

Immediately after Koch published his first 
article concerning “ Kochine,”’ Prof. Liebreich 
began his experiments with apimals, His first 
human patient was an old man with an ulcer 
near the base of histhroat. The first injection 
of a liquid preparation from Spanish fly was 
one-fiftieth of a milligramme, The injections 
were continued every two days, and at the end 
of a week the patient waa greatly relieved. 
The first injection alone sufficed to render his 
cough easier. 

Some two weeks later’ Prof. Liebreich ap- 
plied the remedy to taberculosis. The inj 
tions were made in the ba@k and varied in 
size between 1-1,000 and 1-10,000 of a gramme. 
Almost all patients thus treated once in every 
two days very soon showed symptoms of re- 
covery. There was no feverish reaction. The 
speech became fuller and stronger, and swal- 
lowing was much easier. The general appear- 
ance of every patient improved perceptibly. 
The irritation caused by the. injections, Prof. 
Liebreich stated, produced an unusual secre- 
tion of water of the blood, which 1s supposed 
to be deadly to bacteria. - 

At the close of Liebreich’s lecture Prof. Dr. 
Fraenkel and Dr. Paul Heymnan brought for- 
ward several gene who had partly recov- 
ered under the treatment in question. Dr. 
Fraenkel, moreover, exhibited one patient who 
had ceased to expectorate, so that the exami- 
nation for bacteria had become impossible.

HE WAS ROCKFORD’S STANCH FRIEND. 


A Tribute te the Memory of the Late Dr. 
R. P. Lane, 

Rockrorp, IIL, March 21.—The death of Dr. R. 
P. Lane of this city, which took place the 7th 
inst., deserves more than brief mention. For a 
quarter of a century he was thé most conspicuous 
businesé-man in Rockford. The fame of this city 
as a manufacturing center is as wide as the conti- 
nent. The foundations of Rockford’s greatness 
wera laid by the man whose remains were followed 
to their last resting place March 9 by the repre- 
sentative men of this prosperous city. When Dr. 
R. P. Lane came to Rockford in 1850 it was a vil- 
lage of a little over 1,000 inhabitants. His keen 
eye recognized its possibilities, He began the 
agitation of a water power company, and in 


1853, in conjunction with other shrewd, far-seei 
men whom he had succeeded in imbuing with 


somet of his own public spirit, he organised 
the Ranker Water | izeociaies.

GERMANY ’S DANGEROUS WEAPON. 


A Gen That Does More Execution at the 
. Breech than,at the Muzzle. 

The new German gun which was recently 
tésted at Plozk,in the Province of Posen, 
does not promise to be muchof a success, says 
the New York Herald. Accordmg to reports 
from Germany several accidents occurred 
while it was being fired and most soidiers 
dread to approach it. 

The first day of the trial, it appears, five ac- 
.eidents occurred, one of which resulted in the 
death ‘of a soldier, who leaves four little 
‘childrén to mourn his loss. The accidents 
were caused .ither by the bursting or the 
faulty working: of the gun, due to its 
‘inability to resist the terrible force of 
the powder. How great this force.is may 
from the fact that after some shots 
have been fired the breech usually becomes 
detached, and is hurled backward with such 
violence that itseverely wounds the gunner 
and the men standing near him. .
